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Bilenced Forts Leave the Capital at the 
Mercy of the Insurgents, 


DEFENDED ONLY BY THE REMNANTS 
OF PEIXOTO’S ARMY. 


The Rebel Admiral Issues an Ultimatum 
—Unoonditional Capitulation the 
Terme—Failure to Comply Will Be at 
Once Followed by Bombardment With 
the Whole Force of the Hostile Fleet— 
People Fieeing From the City—Efforts 
of Foreien Representatives to Avert 
the Conflict. 


London, Sept. 20.—Grave news comes from 
Rio to-day. The threat of bombardment by 
the whole force of the hostile fleet hangs 
Ovor the city. Panic-stricken people fill the 
streets, seeking places of safety. 

Alarge and important banking-house in 
London, having extensive. connections in 
South America, received a cable message 
from their agent at the Brazilian capital 
this morning. It brings whatis considered 
hereto be most trustworthy information as 
to the actual state of affairs in Rio. 

The agent of the banking house says that 
Admiral De Mellos, the commander-in- 
chief of the rebelforces in the Bay of Rio de 
Janeiro, sentan officer and a boat’s crew 
ashore to-day bearing a white flag. The 
officer was allowed to land in Rio and was 
conducted to the presence ofthe general in 
command of the Government forces in Rio. 
To this oMcer the emissary of Admiral De 
Mellos presented a letter which, as it was 
afterwards known, contained the ultimatum 
of the rebel Admiral. 

THE ULTIMATUM. 

Admiral De Mellos in his ultimatum de- 
clared that he was determined unless the 
city of Rio de J \nciro promptly surrendered 
to him he would proceed to shell the city 
with all the guns of his squadron. 

The dispatch states that Mellos has given 
the authorities of Rio but a few hours in 
which to come to a decision and has an- 
nounced that an unconditional surrender 
promptiy made is the only terms which he 
will accept. In default of this, the bom- 
bardment will be commenced immdatately 
after the receipt ot a refasal to comply with 
his demands. 

The terms of the ultimatum were cum- 
municated to the representatives of the 
powers at Rio and the latter are doing 
their utmost to disuade the rebels from bom- 
barding the city. 

Up to the time this dispatch was sent, how- 
ever, the representatives of the powers and 
othe captains of the foreign war vessels 
present have been unable in any way to 
/change the determination of the rebel com- 
mander, 

FLEFING FROM THE CITY. 

A state of complete panic and dismay pre- 
Vallis at Rio. ‘ihe streets are crowded with 
peopie carrying as much as possible of their 
worldly goods upon their backs, others 
leaving their belongings, and all doing their 
utmost to ny into the interior before the 
bombardment begins; for it is anticipated 
that if the city does not surrender to-day 
that the rebel Admiral will reduce it to ashes. 

Merchants are closing up their business, 
packing their goods in cellars, and then 
Going their utmost to escape as quickly as 
possible from the city before the rebel shelis 
commence falling. 7 

With the forts which protected the city si- 
lenced, Rio is completely at the merty of the 
hostile feet. The water front of the city has 
no fortifications. All the defenses were built 
with a view to guarding the narrow entrance 
tothe bay from the sea. The ships of Ad- 
miral Mellos are inthe harbor, and even if 
the big forts of Santa Crus and San Juan 
have not fallen into his hands, their con- 
struction is such that their gunscan do him 
little damage in his work of vom 
barding the city from the harbor. 
and Rio will have to depend upon the mill- 
tary force in the city proper to defend it 
against the rebelattack. But all the efforts 
ofthe already demoralized troops will be of 
little or no avail aguinstthe bombardment. 
Infantry and field artillery can do nothing 
against the fire of the heavy guns of the war - 
ships, which can shower shelis upon every 
portion of the town. 

Provisions at Rio are almost exhausted and 
the question of ultimate surrender had been 
weighed and discussed before the ultimatum 
of the rebels was received. 

The opinion is freely expressed in Rio that 


the authorities, in refusing to surrender, will 
only cause the destruction of the city with- 
outinany way assisting the cause of Presi- 
dent Peixoto. 


THE HOSTILE FLEET. 

The hostile feet now comprises nearly the 
whole of the Brazilian Navy. There are two 
large armored battleships that could reduce 
the business portions of the metropolis to 
ashes within forty-eight hours. 

Both are armed with 20-ton guns. These 
20-ton guns, when they were first built and 
before they were bored and refitted, sent a 
steel projectile clean through eighteen 
inches of armor, and bad some energy to 
spare. They are soarranged that tue can 
be fred all around the horizon and all four 
together can be discharged ahead, astern or 
on either beam, Besides, there are on board 
81x 70-pound breech-loading r guns and 
fifteen machine guns.

The Government forces at Santos madea 
desperate resistance to the landing of the 
rebels and some sharp fighting was taking 
place. The result of the engagement at 
Santos is not known, butit is believed that 
the rebels will eventually succeed in captur- 
ing that place. This will give them posession 
of the railway to Rio and enable them to 
attack the city in the rear. 

Nothing was contained in the dispatch 
from Rio indicating the movements of Pres- 
dent Peixoto. It is supposed that he Is still 

at Santa Anna, leaving the military force at 
Rio under command of the general of the 
army. The fact of the President’s retirement 
from the capital gave rise to the report that 
the city had been captured by the in- 


surgents. 
ON THE WAY TO RIO. 


American Cruisers and Their Mission to 
the Brazilian Capital 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Sept. 20.—The United 
States warship Charleston is now on the way 
from Montevidio to Rio de Janeiro. She 
ought to reach the beleaguered city to-mor- 
row. he Charleston isa protected cruiser 
of . tons. She has a steel bull, twin 
scre and her. engines are 6,666 horse- 
power. She has a main battery of eight 
guns and an auxiliary battery of several 
ra pla -uring machine auns. Her commander 
Capt. Picking, is one of the most skiliful 
officers ofthe navy. He was graduated from 
the Naval Academy July 16, 1862, was pro- 
moted to be jieutenant- commander July 16. 
1866, and became a full-fedged commander 
June 25, 1875. 

Itis thought that the Charleston carries 
important dispatches for Minister Thompson 
from the State Department,and itis probable 
that after the ship's arrival at Rio the inter- 
ruption of telegraphic communication be- 
tween Brazil and the United States may be 
partially removed. 

Minister Thompson, who finds himself now 
— ag S post of importance, has had no 
previous diplomatic experience, but he isa 
man of affairs ana possesses a wide range of 
knowledge inthe fleld of politics. He was 
born in West Virginia about fifty-five years 
ago and went to California in 1852, when but 
alad. He began newspaper work whilea 
youth and subsequently established the So- 
noma Democrat, one of the most influential of 
the country papers in his State. He is still 
its owner, and was actively engaged in its 
management when appointed tothe Brazil- 
lan mission. 

He has always been prominent in itics. 
He served as Secretary of State of Callfornia 
from 1882 to 1886, and in November, 1886, he 
was elected to the Fiftieth Congress, serving 
one term. He was chosen a delegate to the 
National Democratic Convention at Chicago 
last year and voted for Cleveland. 

Soon after the President's inauguration he 
filed an application forthe Japanese Mission, 
which was indorsed by Congressman Geary. 
He did not succeed in securing the indorse- 
ment of the entire California delegation, but 
Mr. Cleveland took a decided fancy to hin, 
and, having another man for Japan, offered 
Mr. Thompson the Brazilian mission, which 
was accepted. 

The cruiser Newark, which sails from 
Hampton Roads for Rio, to assist the Charies- 
ton in protecting the lives and property of 
Americans there, is a partially protected 
cruiser of 4,083 tons, with a steel hull and 
twin screws. Her engines are of 8,869 horse- 
power and she has twelve guns in her main 
battery. Her captain is Capt. Silas Casey, 
Jr. He is just four numbers higher on the 
naval list than Capt. Picking. He was 
graduated as a midshipman June 15, 1860, and 
Was made master Sopt. 19, 1561, lieutenant 
July 16, 1862, and lleufenant- commander July 
25, 1866. He became commander June 14, 1874, 
and has seen much sea service. 

One of the uses of our navy is to assist 
American citizens in times of trouble at the 
ports of foreign nations, but no United 
States ship was within a thousand miles of 
Rio when hostilities began. Many foreigners 
own residences a short distance from Rio, 
but owing to the fear of yellow fever, which 
invests the valley, their purchases have been 
made in the mountains, so their homes are 
notin danger fromthe shells of the insur- 
gents. Tijuca, where many of them live, is 
fifteen miles from the city, andaspurof the 
mountains of that name bas to be crossed to 
reach the settlement. Others have their 
homes at Petropolis,a village twenty miles 
distant, located up in the Orange w ountains. 
Ihis was Dom Pedro’s favorite resort, and 
his winter palace stil stands there. Botofogo 
is the foreign settlement nearest the city, 
but that being six miles away, is beyond the 
range of all but the largest rified guns. 


GUARDIANS OF BRITISH INTERESTS. 
Loro, Sept. 20.—The British warships now 
at Rio de Janeiro are the Sirus and the 


Beagle. 

The Sirus is a twin screw cruiser of the sec- 
ond class, of 8,600 tons and 9,000 horsepower. 
She is the senior officer’s ship of the squadron 
on the Southeast coast of America. m. Me 
Lang is her captain. 

The Beagle is a twin screw sloop of 1,170 
tons and 2,000 horsepower. Her commander 
is Reginald B. Neeld. 


GERMAN CRUISERS. 

BERLIN, Sept. 2.—An official dispatch re-

ONE KILLED. 


Serious Accident on the South St. Louis 
Electric Line. 


While motor car No. 99 of the South St. 
Louis electric line was going !down the grade 
known as Mount Pleasant Hill, about 4800 
South Broadway, this morning at 5 
o'clock it colilded with a wagon 
containing five persons, instantly 


killing Wiillam Ea. Aller and seriously in- 
juring Jacob Eist. Ihe car had just left the 
power house and was running ata high rate 
ofspeed. When the hill was reached the 
motor man, Ed Henley, claims he 
saw the wagon an rung the 
gong; thinking tho men would turn out he 
continued down the hill. When within fifty 
feet of the wagon he reversed the power, but 
the armature broke and the car crashed into 
the vehicle. The wagon at the time con- 
tained besides Eist and KEastmiller, John 
Coopersmith, J. Weiss and Wm. Kickover, who 
were going to the Meramec to pick wild 
grapes. When the car struck the wagon was 
thrown inthe air and Eastmiller fell under 
the fender of the car, fracturing his skull and 
breaking his neck. Eist was dragged about 
fifty feet and sustained injuries of the spine 
and internal organs. The other three men 
were considerably bruised by. the fall. East- 
miller was a married man about 40 years of 
age, living with his wife and four children 
at 3832 Wisconsin avenue. Elst is single, 26 
years oid, and resides at 1918 Cherokee street. 
The men in the wagon claim the motorman 
did not ring the bell and the first intimation 
they hadof the proximity of the car was 
when it crashed into them.

Archbishop Ireland Discusses Its Sus- 
pension in Its Home. 


Sr. PAUL, Sept. 20.—The abandonment of 
the so-called Fartbault parochial schoo! plan 
at Faribault, Minn., bas attracted so wide 
comment that Archbishop Ireland has at last 
consented to talk about it, and in an inter- 
view to-day said: **The Faribault plan lives 
and is stronger to-day in promise of future 


health than it has been at any preceding 
time. Itistrue thatinthe city of Faribault 
itself there has been what I trust I may term 
atemporary suspension of the conditions of 
friendliness under which it was possi- 
ble to institute the plan, and this de- 
ing the case, the pastor of the church, 
Kev. J. J. Conmry, under advice from my- 
self, has desided not to place his parish 
for the coming year under the management 
of the Public School Board. But tnisisa 
mere local incident in the history and life of 
the plan. In fact. it illustrates one of the 
features of the plan, which ts, that local 
conditions changing, it lies in the power of 
parish or of public school board to recede 
from any existing alliance. While 
the plan“ has ceased to work 
in Faribault, it hag been introduced 
very successfully in other places of the State 
of Miunesota andis in full operationin a 
hundred places throughout other States. 
The ‘Faribault plan’ is an honest effort at 
reconciliation between parish schools and 
State schools, a thing to be fondly desired by 
all fair-minded and patriotic citizens. 
Americans deal with conditions rather than 
with mere theories. It is A fact 
whether people like it or not— 
that a large number of citizens maintain 
for their children schools independent of 
State control. This imposes upon them a 
heavy burden and is not what the best inter- 
ests of the State call for. A ‘plan’ uniting 
those separate schools witn State schools, 
without a sacrifice of the rights and priv: 
leges of the State, would be a wel- 
come boon to the 
The ‘Faribault lan’ was pro- 
posed as a possibie and advisabie 
compromise for many cases—its promoters 
not offering it as universal or final. The ac- 
ceptance of the ‘plan’ in several places indi- 
cates a hopeful growth of mutual good win 
and necessary forbearance among different 
classes of citizens. The ‘plan’ has met with 
opposition among extremists, Catholic and 
non-Catholic. ‘ihis was to be expected. 
„The decisions in Rome and the declara - 
tions of Mgr. Satolll have put an end to overt 
opposition among Catholics. The fact is now 
established that the Catholic Church is not at 
war with the claims of the State to direct the 
secular instruction of the chiidren, and oniy 
desires that this be done in some manner that 
would notimpair the religious faith of chil- 
dren. The Catholic Ohurch has made a long 
stride in bidding for peace and general un- 
derstanding. Therumor spread around in 
some quarters that I advised the abandon- 
ment of the ‘plan’ in Faribaultin obedience 
to instructions fromRome is uttterly and ab- 
solutely false.

After Leaving the Selection of the Club 
to Corbett He Now Declares That He 
Shou'd Have Been Consulted—Billy 
Madden the Only Friend to Meet Him 
at the Dock—He Will Visit the World's 
Fair Before Training. 


New YORK, Sept. 20.—Charley Mitchell, the 
heavyweight pugtlist, arrived on the Teu- 
tonic this morning. 

When the Teutonic arrived at her dock Billy 
Madden was the only man famous in pugi- 
listic circles who was waiting for Mitchell, 
but there wasa throng of curious people on 
the dock and an immense crowd 
anxious to catch a gitmpse of him 
just outside. Mitchell did not delgn to show 
himself to his admirers tor half an nour, 
during which time he sat in the saloon of the 
steamer sipping chumpagne and talking to 
the reporters. He was neatly dressed in a 
blue suit with a cutaway coat, white flannel 
shirt and patent leather shoes, and his 
mame were tanned a bronze shade from the 
s Mitchell has the appearance of a man in 
fine condition, He said that he weighed 194 
pounds, and that he would fight Corbett at 
about 175 pounds. 

He has spent most of his time at Brighton, 
England. and says he has been taking the 
best of care of himself. When asked as to 
his preference of a meeting place with 
Corbett in the prospective battle, he rée- 
plied: 

„J have signed with the Columbian Ath- 
letic Club and see no reason why the fight 
should not take place there.’’ 

When told that the club was tied up with 
legal difficulties he said he knew nothing 
about that. Zut Iam here to fight more for 
the honor and the championship than the 
money consideration, andif Corbett thinks I 
don’t mean businessIam readyto fight for 
the $10,000 which the late Squire Abingdon put 
for me, without any purse at all. I don’t 


matter at all and have not been extended 
the courtesies that should be to a man com- 
ing from a foreign shore, In the first 
place I signed articles with the Crescent City 
Athletic Club to fight Mr. Curbett for a purse 
of $30,000 with the proviso that if a better 
offer was made I could withdraw from the 
agreemeut with them. Then after I had 
reached Englandcame the cable from the 
Columbian Club of Chicago offering $45,000. 
I read in the Chicago papers that Corbett 
had agreed to fight there, so I journeyed 
downto London from Brighton and signed 
articles to fight before that elub. Tue next 
thing [heard was that Corbett had thrown 
them over and signed with the Coney Island 
Club, giving as his reason for so doing that 
Jack McAuliffe, who is a friend of mine, was 
going to fight in Chicago for a $15,000 purse. 
HAS SOMETHING TO SAY. 

‘*‘Iwish tosay that as 1 am an important 
factor in this affair, which some people do 
not seem to consider, If Mr. Corbett 
declares that he will fight no 
place but before the Coney Island 
Athletit Club, th en I will show a little spirit 
of obstinacy myself, and will not fight there. 
Netwithstanding what has been said about 
the bankrupt condition of the Crescent City 
Athletic Club, if President Noel comes to me 
and Alves his personal guarantee 
that he will offer a urse and that 
the money will be forthcoming, I am 
ready and willing to fight there, for in 
previous relations I have had with him I 
have always found him to de a man of honor 
and of his word. But Corbett shan’t dic- 
tate. I won’t let him.“ 

When Mitchell’s attention was called to a 
statement by Billy Brady, Corbett’s mana- 
ger, that he hoped Mitchell would not do any 
more bluffing, he flared up and said: ‘*I wish 
Brady would shut his mouth.

Jefferson Parish in Louisiana to Be the 
Scene of a Horrible Execution. 

New OnL AAN, La., 20,—The leading 
colored men of the held a secrét meeting 
last night, and at 1:15 this morning furnished 
the press with the resolutions passed. A 
committee has been appointed to call on the 
Governor at once and ask for troops for pro- 
tection against the reign of terror existing in 
Jefferson Parish, on the outskirts of the city. 
A mass- meeting of all colored citizens of the 
State has been called for Monday in this city, 
and from the indications serious trouble may 
be expected. 

Jefferson Parish has been declared under 
martial law by its residents, The Sheriff, 
judges, State senators and representatives 
are the leaders of the regulators, together 
with all other white officials. All newspaper 
men were conducted outside the lines late 
last nigut and ordered to remain away in 
the future, It is impossibie to learn what is 
now goingon, or whether Rosalius Julian, 
the murderer of Judge Estopinal, has been 
captured or burned at the stake. 

The line of sentinels along the city boun- 
dary fired several shots about midnight at 
persons who would not halt. It is believed 
that the State troops will becalled out to- 
day. Many of the white women and children 
from Jefferson have cometo the city for 
refuge. Bloodhou uds fromthe Penitentiary 
were let loose this morning in he swamps, 
where it is thought the murderer is hiding. 

An jron stage has been driven into the 
ground, to which he willbe tied. Pine and 
resinous materials surround this. Long 
irons like dranding-irons, are in readiness, 
and when red hot the man will be tortured 
with them while the fire underneath him 
burns. A rude gallows tree above the pyre 
has been built from whichthe murderer will 
be suspended over the fre by the arms. The 
description of these preparations will un- 
doubtedly cause the Governor to mass troops 
in the neighborhood, 

Rosalius Julian was on trial in Estopinal’s 
court last Friday for theft. He shot the 
Judge, but for what reason has not been 
learned, as no investigation of the affair by 
disinterested persons has been permitted. 
His bullets proved fatal almost imme- 
diately. As he was escaping Rosa- 
lius came upon August Estopinal, 
son ofthe Judge. The latter tried to stop 
the negro, but was wounded by a ball from 
his Winchester, 

Rosalius got safelyto theswamp and the 
white folk aroused searched in vain for him, 
They arrestedall his relatives on suspicion 
that they were supplyingthe fugitive with 
food and ciothing. Sunday night a white 
mod hung Rosalius’ brothers, Paul and 
Basiele, and kicked Valsen, another brother, 
to death, because they would not tell where 
Rosalius was hiding. N

JUSTICE HORNBLOWER. 


of the New Member of the 
Supreme Court. 


As announced yesterday in the Washington 
telegram to the Post-DisHaTonu, President 
Cleveland sent the name of W. B. Horn- 
blower of New Tork to the Senate for con 
firmation as successor to the late Justice 
Blachford of the Supreme Court. Mr. Horn- 
blower sfadied law in the office of Walter 88 
Carter, of thefirmof Carter, Hughes & Kel- 
logg, No. 96 Broadway, New York. 

He was bornin May, 1851, one, if not two, 


of bis great-grandfathers having been sign- 
ers of the Deciaration of Independence. One 
grandfather was the late Joseph C. Horn- 
blower, Chier Justice of the State of New 
Jersey, and one of the most 
eminent jurists of the country. One

Mr. Horn- 
blower has been for many years counsel and 
for several years a trustee of the New York 
Life Insurance Co., and has general control 
of its litigation all over the world. He has 
been concerned in many ofthe most import- 
ant law sults tried in New York in recent 
years. 

The wife of Mr. Hornblower, who was a 
niece of the Jate Judge Sanford of New York 
died severai years ago, leaving two sons and 
a daughter. Besides being President of the 
Princeton Alumni Association, Mr. Horn- 
blower belongs tothe following clubs: Man- 
hattan, University, Princeton, City, Demo- 
cratic, Reform and Metropolitan. He isa 
member a Ofthe Society of Medical Juris- 
prudence and of the Bar Association.

KIDNAPPING OF AN AMERICAN CRIM- 
INAL WANTED IN ILLIN . 
A 


Inquiry Instituted Rosults in the Arrest 
of One Participant and Warrants for 
Others—Fatal Resistance to Arrest of 
a Chicago Crook — The Kendalville 
Train Robbers—A Philadelphia Killing 
Caused by Jealousy. 


SANTIAGO, Cal., Sept. 20.—it was developed 
to-day that the visit of Judge Joseph Monroy 
and Pedro Martinez Lopez of Ensenada to this 
city and Tiajuana last week was for the pur- 
pose of investigating the manner in which 
William Whitman, the fugitive express 
robber, was brought across the international 
line. Whitman abdsconded from Springfield, 
III., with $3,500 belonging to the American 
Express Co., and was located atthe Valley 
of Palms, Lower California. Some weeks 
ago, according to a letter from him tothe 
Sherif here, he agreed to surrender himself 
and the money he stil! retained and go East 
to stand trial in case the express company 
would agree to deal leniently with him. Soon 
afterward Under Sheriff Crenshaw went to 
the Valley of Palms and returned with Whit- 
man, who was taken East. 

A report then became current that Whit- 
man had not surrendered, but had been 
drugged and kidnapped. It was sald that A. 
M. Pullman,the former partner of Under 
Sheriff Crenshaw and upon whose ranch at 
Valley of Palms Whitman was staying, agreed 
to deliver the man to the Under Sheriff, that 
he was drugged ana showing a bogus tele- 
gram purporting to come from the American 
Express Co., saying if Whitman would come 
to Tiajuana, sign papers and deliver $1,000 he 
would be allowed to go free. According to 
the story he agreed, buton the journey he 
regained his facuities and refused to come 
turt her, when he was handcuffed and brought 
forcibly across the line. 

This report is emphaticaly denied by Under 
Sheriff Crenshaw. The Mexican officials in- 
vestigated the report at Tiajuanaand issued 
a subpona for Pullman to appear at Ensen- 
ada asa witness. Pullman went there Fri- 
day and was immediately arrested and 


lodged in jail charged with complicity in the 
kidnapping of Whitman. It is stated that 
warrants are also out for the arrest of Un- 
Aer Sheriff Crenshaw and Wilt Turner on the 
same charge, but there is no likelihood that 
they will be served. Pullman is an American 
citizen and he has placed his casein the 
hands of United States Vice-Oonsul Godee of 
Ensenada,

Our fallure is largely due 
to the failure of the Owens Printing Co. We 
employed no traveling salesmen, but dld all 
of our business by catalogues which the 
Owens Printing Co. had. deen issuing 
for us. Our catalogue for this 
year was to have been issued Jan. 5, but just 
a week defore it was to de out 


the Owens Printing Co. failed and it was 
the first of April before we got the plates, too 
late for us todo much business. Dull times 
came onand forced usto assign The day 
before we made an assignment I receiveda 
notice from the Commercial Bank that we 
had overdrawn our account $600. Upon 
receipt of the notice I went immediately 
to the bank and paid the money, 
On the next day the same bank, 
the Commercial Bank served notice on us 
that it was compelled to have $20,000 due 
them. I was surprised, as had borrowed 
from the bank for years, and at 
once consulted my attorneys, who advised 
me to make an assignment, which I 
did. Ireiterate that my business transac- 
tions have at all times been straight, and up 
to the day I assigned I inaugurated no plans 
to defraud any one, nor cid I in any way 
beat a creditor out of a single cent.

The Opera-House at Canton, III., the 


Scene of the Disaster—Fiemes Quickly 
Filledthe Interior of the Structure— 
Mad Struggles of the People to Gain 
the Exits—Names of the Injured. 

CANTON, In., Sept. 20.—Canton’s opera 
house and several other buildings were de- 
stroyed by fire last night and one person was 
killed and twenty-five injured in the panic 
that ensued among the audience. It was 
during the production of the spectacular 
play, Michael Strogoff,’’ that fre broke out 
and was caused by an explosion of fireworks 
setting fire to the scenery. 

The manager assured the people there was 
no danger, hoping thereby to prevent a 
stampede, Suddenly a sheetof fame shot 
out from the stage far along the galleries, 
causing people to jump to the balcony, injur- 
ing themselves and the people below. The 
man killed was Peter Curry. The injured, as 
far as their names can be learned, are:

Judge Morris bel 
that the act, under decisions of the 
Supreme Court was a general law and that 
as the ordinance was repugnant to this 
law it was superseded by the law. In 1891 
the act of 1889 was repealed by another act 
of the Legislature, the object of the repeal 
being to allow the City of St. Louis to pass 
local measures to regulate the sale of milk. 
No new ordinance has, however, deen 
passed though one, drawn up by Senator 
Stone, is now pending before the Council. 

Judge Morris this morning,in a lengthy 
decision, sustained the motion to guash pre- 
sented by the defense. A number of lawyers 
were presentin the court room to hear the 
opinion read and the generai idea seemed to 
be that Judge Morris had taken the only cor- 
rect view of the case.

IOWA DAY. 


Celebration on the World’s Fair Grounds 
by Gov. Boies and His People. 

Wortp’s Farr Grounns, Sept. 20.—Paid 
admissions yesterday, 172,598. 

A combDination of interesting events at- 
tracted early crowds to the Exposition to- 
day. Theday was perfect for sightseeing. 
Heavy clouds shut out the sun’s hot rays 
and the cool, bracing air was invigorating 
and visitors incurred no discomforts in their 


long walks about the park and through the 
buildings. Firstin importancein the day’s 
programme, perhaps, was Iowa. The Com- 
inissioners of this State had been allowed two 
days in which to celebrate, and they be- 
gan to-day. At the extreme northeastern 

ortion of the ground on tbe lake front is the 

eautiful State Bullding. In the interior are 
exhibits of the State’s products, lavishiy 
arranged. The names ofthe principal towns 
of the Commonwealth are inscribed on the 
outer walls. The building was becomingly 
decorated, and here the people assembled to 
do bonor to Gov. Boies, Large numbers came 
from Burlington, Sioux City, Davenport, 
Ottumwa, Ves Moines and all other places. 
Every hour yesterday saw large train loads 
pour into the city, and this morning big ex- 
cursion trains arrived. Gov. Boles arrived in 
Chicago this morning accompanied by his 
military staff and other prominent people of 
the Hawkeye State. The party breakfasted 
at a down-town hotel. Secretary F. II. 
Chase and other members of the 
State Commission called for the party at 
10 o’ clock and escorted them to the Filfty-firsc 
street entrance. Here Col. Rice had a line 
of guards to lead the procession. The Iowa 
State Band was on hand. They were fol- 
lowed by the cadets of the State Agricultural 
College, under command of Gen. J. Rush 
Lincoln andthe drill corps of Lyons, com- 
manded by C. L. Root. The Governor and staf? 
and officials rode at the head of the proce:- 
sion, Thelineof march extended over the 
principal portion of the park. When the 
parade drew up in front of the State building 
Gov. Boles and staff reviewed the troops 
from the balcony. The Root Drill Corps gave 
an exhibition drill.

NO ONE KILLED, 


But the Congregation cf a New York 
Synagogue Was Bad!y Frightened. 

New Tonk, Sept. 20.—There was a loud 
crash heard on the corner of Attorney and 
Revington streets about 11:30 o’clock last 
night. The responsive and monotonous 
chant of the Yom Kippur services in the 
syna e, No. 180 Revington street sudden! 
ceased ana shrieks — 2 of pain — 
ceeded. Then came a burried rush, a scram- 
bie on the stairs and a frightened crowd, all 
barefooted, tumbled over each other out into 
the street. 

Turning for a moment, as if expecting the 
house to follow them, they looked and seeing 
that it still stood on its foundations, one 
after another area for his neighbor. Many 
of the frightened throng were more or less 
hurt, all were covered with dust and frag- 
ments of plaster. One man only was unable 
to walk, solomon Breyer. He was attended 
to by a neighboring physician and removed 
tohis home. Whenthe extent of the wreck 
was witnessed, it seemed truly wonderful 
that several lives were not lost.

THE WORKINGMEN’S APPEAL. 
The workingmen who appealed to the 
Mayor for work yesterday deserve com- 
passion and all the aid that can be afforded 
them, but they greatly misconceive the 
powers and duties of thechief executive 


in demanding and expecting that he will 


have such legislation enacted by the Mu- 
nicipal Assembly as will tide themselves 
and their families over the coming 
winter.’’ | 

If the Mayor could have legislation en- 
acted forthe purpose of helping unem- 
ployed men he would be all powerful. He 
could use the public funds to tide failing 
banks and collapsing business enterprises 
ofall kinds over disastrous crises. He 
could supply factories with profitable 
work. He would be czar of St. Louis with 
the wealth of the city at his disposal. 

The Mayor cannot do more than suggest 
legislation to the Municipal Assembly, and 
under his oath of office that legislation 
must be directed solely to public purposes. 
The Municipal Assembly cannot enact 
legislation for the purpose of giving funds 
or work to the unemployed, except 
through the organized public charities, 
without violating its trust. To do this 
would be to take from one citizen to give 
to another, which is an act of tyranny. 

But within the gtrict bounds of public 
duty the municipal. authorities may do 
something for the unemployed workmen. 
The streets need cleaning, as these men 
assert, and much needful public work may 
be found in other directions. It is better 
to help the unemployed by supplying them 
with wages for labor, if it can be 
done that way, than by doling 
out charity to them. All the needed 
public work which the city can afford 
should be ordered done. 

But the question of money comes in. 
There is plenty of work but no money to 
pay for it. In this lack of money for 
needed improvements the suffering work- 
men and all other citizens have an im- 
pressive lesson of the folly of electing 
officials who permit the city to be robbed 
of valuable franchises and the treasury 
to be looted by extravagance and job- 
bery 


OBSTRUCTION IN THE SENATE. 

While it is admitted by everybody but 
the filibusters themselves that the debate 
in the Senate ought to be concluded at 
once the closure, or the gag, as it is called,“ 
will be employed only as a last resort. 

The Senate has not had a provision for 
ordering the previous question since 1806, 
and, on the whole, has got along very well 
without it. The good sense and patriot- 
ism of the Senators have been ample as a 
safeguard against the filibustering spirit. 
Debate has been free, and Senators have 
seldom abused theirright totalk. Their 
deliberations have been dignified, honest, 
and unconstrained, with only now and 
then a mixture of partisan pettiness which 
never seriously affected the character of 
the Senate. So far as procedure is con- 
cerned the United States Senate has been a 
model deliberative assembly, superior 
probably to any other in the world. 

But unfortunately the average character 
of its membership is not so noble as in the 
past. Many Senators represent not the 
people but special interests, and act rather 
as attorneys than legislators for the public 
good, Obstruction to legislation demanded 
by the people comes from Senators of this 
kind. The repeal of the Sherman act is 
postponed by advocates of special interests 
who in their zealare blind to the unpopu- 
lar character of the work they are doing. 
It isa bad sign, When Senators employ 
their time-honored rights and privileges 
to obstruct public business, it raises ques- 
tions which go to the root of Congressional 
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ules, imperatively de- 

. And when such sus- 
pension’ takes place ite necessity should be 
so clear that the offending Senators would 
have no defense in the court of public 
opinion, 
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THE GAND-LOT BLUNDER. 

The best course for Congress to pursue 
with regard to the Chinese is to repeal the 
Geary jaw and then let the Administration 
arrive at a diplomatic understanding with 
the Chinese Government upon which just 
and satisfactory legislation may be based. 
This is the proper method of Christian 
civilization and the honorable mode of 
dealing with a people to whom we are 
pledged to give fair treatment. 

But in lieu of repeal the Everett bill for 
an extension of the time limit for the regis- 
tration of Chinese residents is a fair meas- 
ure of relief. It is the least concession 
that should be granted a friendly nation 
upon whom a gross insult and act of injus- 
tice has been inflicted. It will remove the 
element of snap judgment, which is the 
worst feature of the Geary law. 

The fact that Representative Geary and 
other champions of the Chinophobians 
will not consent to any modification of the 
law should have no influence upon Con- 
gress. It wasto make campaign thunder 
for them that the law was passed, and now 
that its injustice is recognized and con- 
demned by the sober judgment of the 
country, honorable correction and amends 
must be made. The honor and conscience 
of the United States cannot be placed in 
the keeping of demagogues and sand-lot- 
ters. \ 
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ROYALTY-RIDDEN Europe may perceive 
in the Emperor William’s boil another ev- 
idence that royal blood is not superior to 
that of ordinary people. It is most unfort- 
unate that the Emperor’s boil should have 
developed during the military maneuvers. 
He can not siton his horse and his meals 
are doubtless served to himon a bracket. 
For so handsome a horseman as the Em- 
perorto beunable to assume his favorite 
pose seems almost a misfortune. It is re- 
markable that some of the members of the 
imperial household have not recommended 
to his majesty one or more of the numer- 
ous remedies for boils. It is possible that 
his life has been so much taken up with 
military matters that he is not even aware 
of the virtues of a flax-seed poultice.

Excusing the Priests. 


To the Editor of the Post- Dispatch: 
It is unfortunate that old age often exag- 
gerates our pecullarities and strengthens 


whatever characteristics we may have ac- 
quired that make us unacceptable to our 
friends and associates. So long as we are 
merely private citizens all this is strictly a 
personal matter; but when old age finds a 
man occupying a position of influence and 
opportunity, his mental and physical con- 
dition becomesa matter of public interest, 
properly a subject of discussion among all 
identified with issues that may be af- 
fected thereby. 

In Monday’s issue of the Post-DISPATCH 
N. M.“ objects to the attitude and spirit of 
some Catholic priests who have criticised 
Archbishop Kenrick’s acts in connection 
with the appointment of a coadjutor, as well 
as his administration of diocesan affairs dur- 
ing the past few years. I do not claim to be 
neither a Protestant nor a Catholic, 
hence may not be qualified to ex- 
press an opinion. But it seems 
to me as A Protestant that tne 
priests of this great diocese are 
fully justified in taking energetic measures 
to protect the interests dear to their hearts, 
even though this may involve an expressed 
or implied criticism of their venerabie Arch- 
bishop. 

I said In beginning that old age often 
makes us unacceptable to our friends. The 
Archbishop has always been noted for great 
determination of character and persistency 
of purpose. These were admirable qualities 
while under the strongcurb of a cool judg- 
ment and well matured plans. But suppose 
that, with the decline of mental strength, 
they have degenerated into simple obsti- 
nacy, unrestrained by discretion and 
untempered by calm reason. What 
then? Clearly it is the duty of the priests of 
the St. Louis diocese to take the initiative in 
effecting a change. The protection of Cath- 
Olic interests demands it. and to me the only 
thing to be wondered at is that the priests 
have shown as much patience as they have. 

It is hard to separate the thing done from 
the person who does it. Consciously or not, 
we like the person whose actions. please us, 
and vice versa. These priests would be a 
more remarkable body of men than the world 
has ever seen if, in discussing this matter, 
they had never falled to treat the Arch- 
bishop’s acts abstractly. If some of them 
have been betrayed into undue plainness of 
speech, and have seemed to show personal 
feeling against their venerable metropolitan, 
shortcomings are common to us all— 
whether we veiw the matter as personally in- 
terested Catholics, as Protestants able to 
take a reasonable view of the subject,or even 
from the lofty and serene height where N. 
M. has taken his stand. P,

A NEW OONFBRENCE, 


Bilver to Be Discussed by an Interna- 
ae tional Commission. 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 20.—There is no doubt 
but the intimations which those Senators 
who are nearest to the Administration have 
thrown out in the last fewdays tnat Mr. 
Cleveland will favor any legislation looking 
so tha reasedétioation of silver On the lines 
laid Gown in the Chicago platform are hav- 
ing the effect of bringing about a better feel- 
ing among Democratic Senators, and there is 
little Goubt but that the passage of the 
pending law will be followed by vigorous 
action on the of the Administration in 
the direction of assembling another interna- 
tional monetary conference, that will meet 
under different ons from those that 
have all the previous confer- 
ences, in that there will no longer be the 
hope that the United States will attempt to 
Geal with the silver question single handed.

cal year ig $48,600,000;the total debt of the 
United States less cash in the Treasury on 
Aug. 81, 1865, was $2,756, 481,571.42. On June 80. 
1892, it was $841,526,463.60, making a reduction 
of the debt, less cash in the Treasury on that 
date, of $1,914, 905,107.83, or $990, 510,681.49 more 
than the requirements of the sinking fund 
called for. In view of the present condition 
ofthe Treasury and the certainty of reduc- 
tion of duties on imports, and also of the 


fact that we bave already applied more than 
$990,000, 000 in excess of the requirements of 
the sinking fund under these laws, Mr. Sayers 
believes that it will be wise to repeal there 
laws, and his bill calls for such repeal, with 
this proviso, however, that nothing therein 
shall be construed as modifying or repealing 
the law authorizing the cretary of the 
Treasury at any time to apply the surplus 
money inthe Treasury not otherwise appro- 
priated, or so much thereof as be may con- 
sider proper, tothe purchase or redemption 
of United States bonds. 

An additional reason why he believes his 
bill should pass is that the entire payment 
ofthe public debt resulting from the late 
civil war is bearing too heavily upon the 
agricultural and laboring ciasses of the 
country. But should the revenues accruing 
to the Treasury herea exceed the expen- 
ditures, it will be seen from Mr. Sayers’ bill, 
should it become a law, that the Secretary 
ofthe Treasury is authorized to apply the 
surplus to all outstanding indebtedness, 
whether interest bearing or not. Under the 
rules of the House this bill will go to the 
Committee on Ways and Means, 


PENSION SUSPENSIONS. 

Much attention is now being devoted at the 
Pension Bureau tothe adjustment of cases 
of foreign pensioners recently suspended 
pending investigatf®n as to citizenship. 
Commissioner Lochren expected that con- 
siderable fraud would be disclosed by the in- 
vestigation, but almost all of the cases are 


being favorably acted upon and pension 
agents notified to resume payment. 


THE SITUATION. 
The situation in Congress is becoming de- 
ciaedly dramatic. Forthefirst time in the 
history of the Government the spectacle is 
presented of both Houses in a deadlock in 
Gifferent lines at the same time and each 
prepared toenterona struggle of physical 
endurance to accomplish the purpose which 


the majority in either chamber has in view. 
The difficulties which the House will en- 
counter in the preliminary stages of debate 
on the elections bill are likely to prove less 
serious than those with which the Senate has 
been struggling forfour weeks and with 
which it Will goon struggling for probably 
some weeks longer. The struggle in the 
House is simply to secure a ay yt oe of its 
own members and keep the in attendance, 
and the Committee on Rules, alded from the 
chair by the Speaker, will do the rest, The 
debate will probably "be longand very bitter 
with all the resources of parliamentary 
strategy to delay, but there is cleariy de- 
fined outcome in sight in the House. 

Itis far differentin the Senate. An incl- 
dent in yesterday’s debate in that body has 
been productive of much serious comment 
outside the chamber as perhaps indicatinga 
serious possibility. When Mr. Dubois of 
Idaho arose instead of Mr. Tellerto pick up 
Mr. Voorhees’ gage of battle, his tart reply 
carried with it a suggestion that brought 
back unpleasant memories. After stinging 
tothe quick the Administration Repubil- 
cans,’’ as he called them, by satirical refer- 
ences to their course, he asked whether the 
silver repeal Dill might not eventually be 
beaten by the same indirect means that 
proved fatal tothe force bill, for under one 
of the pecullar rules of the Senate the bill was 
one day simply displaced by the reappor- 
tionment bill as the unfinished business, 
after ag Ane that position for filty days. 
Thereby it fell to the foot of the calendar and 
was never more heard of in a legisiative 
sense, although it has been frequently the 
subject of more or less unpleasant reference 
and recrimination in ensuing debates, 

Yesterday Mr. Dubois remarked, oe 
cantly, that even the silver Senators mi 
eventually be so overcome by Admipnistrat 2 
influence as to be found supporting the Dem- 
ocratic Senators in their effort to pass the 
bill to repeal the Federal election law. That 
was the remark that disturbed some of the 
older senators. And the inference they drew 
from it is thatthe silver Senators hope to 
protract the debate until the House has 
passed the Tucker bill and then joined hands 
with the Southern Democratic Senators in 

voting to takeit up iu the senate and thus 
Gelay the silver re xactly as was 
done with the force biil.

A Leader Sousa believes that the day 
passed when the soloist can be relied 


upon to bear the brunt of concert work. This 


is not because of any lack of ap- 
preciation of individual performance, nor 
because there isa scarcity of solo material 
in the Sousa band. It is a matter of opinion, 
Observation is the foundation for this belief, 
andthe reason the great band leader ad- 
vances forthe new order ot things, is that 
the American people are becoming 80 
critical that they are no longer caught 
by mere technique. When Levy 
and Arbuckle carried everything be- 
tore them by their accomplishments 
With the cornet, the public was more im 
pressed by the revelation that such music 
could be got out of the cornet than by the 
music itself. Nowadays there are dozens of 
cornetists who can do nearly everything that 
Levy or Arbuckle did, although not quite so 
well,and the matter having become com- 
mon place 1s no longer popular. This kind of 
downfall of musical fads has occurred so 
often that what is sometimes called trick 
music no longer obtains. Except in cases of 
extreme virtuosity the soloist isa fallure. 
Only a very few artists can now hold an aud- 
lence, and so pronounced is the sentiment in 
favor of ensembie music that Mr. Sousa 
makes the solo an occasional digression 
rather than constant mainstay.

hing To-Day. 

CLEVELAND, O., Sept. 20.—Large numbers of 
fine looking gray-hatired veterans of the civil 
war, many of whom were officers, arrived in 
the city during the night and early this 
m orning to attend the twenty-fourth annual 
reunion of of the Society of the Army of the 
Cumberland, which began at Army and Navy 
Hallto-day. The veterans who compose the 


society are growing fewer and fewer every 
year and those whose lot it is to have been 
spared to attend this annual reunion for the 
tweaty-fourth time expect this occasion to be 
the most memorable. For weeks past the 
various local committees have been busily at 
work providing for the entertainment of the 
visiting veterans, and nothing has been 
omitted which would tend to thelr enjoy- 
ment. 

Among the more prominent arrivals to-day 
were: Gen. D. S8. Stanley, Washington, 
Governor of the Nationa! Soldiers’ Home; 
Gen. J. S. Fullerton, Washington; Gen. H. 
V. Boynton, Washington; Col. A. G. Hatrey, 
Pitcsburg; Gen. J. W. Burke and Capt. Foley 
of Chattanooga; Maj. Hayes, Capt. Robert 
Hunter, Cincinnati; Col. John W. Steele, 
Oberlin, O.; Col. Joseph Conran, United 
States Army, Washington; Capt. W. A. 
Spaulding, Minneapolis; Gen. James D. 
Morgan, Quincy, III.; Col. Stone, Boston, and 
Gen. Robinson, Pittsburg. 

A reception was tendered to the veterans 
by the Loyal Legion at the Hollenden last 
night. It wasinformalaffair, but enjoyable 
toa high degree. Some who had deen com- 
rades on the battlefield met after a long 
separation, and they were soon deeply inter- 
ested in an exchange of experiences. 

The business meeting of the society began 
at 10 o’clock this morning, at which routine 
business was tfansacted. 

This afternoon the veterans marched from 
their headquarters, escorted by tl:e local en- 
tertainment committee, tothe Soldiers’ and 
Sallors’ Monument, now nearing completion 
in Monumental Square. Later the visitors 
went to Garfield Monumentin Lakeview Cem- 
etery by electric cars.
